— All men 
and women of Texas, who are other­ 
wise qualified to vote, may participate 
in the general election to be held No­ 
vember 2rd, without payment of poll 
tax, accoiding to an opinion from the 
Texas attorney general, made public 
late Monday by the governor, who de­ 
clined to comment on it. 
Male in­

ment of a poll tax, the opinion said, 
but failure to pay the same will not 
disquali'y a man from voting who is 
otherwise a qualified voter.
